“But when He saw the multitudes, He (Jesus) was moved with compassion 
on them, because they were distressed, and were scattered abroad, as sheep having no 
shepherd. Then saith He unto His disciples, The harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few: Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest that he will send forth 
labourers into his harvest” (Matthew 9:36-38) (Also Luke 9:12-13). 


The multitudes are still in distress.) The world of today is teeming with 
people crying out in their needs. Some are looking to communism for help. Some are 
looking back to the past and its glories which have proved vain and deceiving. Some 
are looking to democracy. Some to the labor-unions, and the united power to strike 
and force their will. Some look to war and the force of arms to take what they look 
for and seem to see in someone else’s hands. Distressed, scattered, without a unifying 
thought. They are still as “sheep having no shepherd”. 


One day as these multitudes were gathered about Jesus and it was growing 
late toward evening, the disciples said, “Send the multitudes away”. Jesus said, “Give 
ye them to eat”.

But He was 
wounded for our transgressions, he was bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with his stripes we are healed”. From Him the lesson 
was learned which is passed on to us, “Beloved, if God so loved us, we ought also to 
love one another’.
